3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Several TCAS displays have semicircular depictions of a vertical speed indicator 
scale. However, there exist no prior art reference that also includes a viewing window 
showing a digital readout of the current vertical speed in conjunction with the size of the 
display being enlarged relative to the size of a vertical speed indicator scale shown 
during non-TCAS traffic or resolution advisory conditions. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Canning et al [U.S. 3,621,210] presents a visual annunciation of scale segments 
of a performance indicator. 

Muller [U.S. 4,786,905] provides two indicators representing the line of level 
flight and the angle of attack. 

Yokoyama [U.S. 5,367,297] detects various operating conditions of a vessel and 
has a plurality of alternate display modes. 

McElreath et al [U.S. 6,154,151] is an integrated vertical situation display. 

Frazier et al [U.S. 6,459,41 1] provides distributed control among multiple cells of 
aircraft flying. 

Kelly et al [U.S. 6,525,674] presents a method for providing advanced warnings 
of hazard situations. 

Kuntman et al [U.S. 6,703,945] predicts the intersections of a host aircraft flight 

path.
